Taylor County Rural Electric Cooperative Corporation ("Taylor County" ) filed its

application on May 3, 2011 for a Cerbficate of Public Convenience and Necessity

("CPCN") to construct certain improvements and additions to its existing plant at an

estimated cost of $9,988,367. In support of its appkcation, Taylor County filed its 2011-

2013 Work Plan which descnbes in detail the improvements and additions to its plan

that are required overthe nextthree years to serve its load
